On 26-7-1992, Master P. S. Anurag Murthy, a 14 year old 
boy alongwith his parents and locality people went to Osman 
Sagar on a picnic. While the eiders were taking rest in (the 
guest house, Master Anurag Murihy alongwith other boys 
went to Osman Sagar l^ake and was enjoying at the lake shore. 
Meanwhile, two ladies of the same picnic party, ulso came 
over to the bank of the Osman Sagar and got into the waiter 
of .the lake. Suddenly, both the ladies fell down into the water 
of itho lake and raised hue and cry for help. Master Aimirag 
Murthy, though not knowing how to swim, on seeing the 
women drowning in the water, immediately jumped inito the 
water and was able ito rescue the ladies.

V, 
Armndivi” started ,he lescue operation on 9lh November, 1990 
at 2 P.M. Although he sea was extremely nubulenl, he under¬ 
took the seaich mission at cons.dcrable risk not only to his 
vessel bu a*so to his own life. Desp.te strong wmd and current 
especially in the 9 h degree channel which is known for vrong 
current and an extremely difficult atca for navigators to nego- 
lia e ships like ‘M.V. Amimdivi’ whxh Capt R. J. Paidano 
was operating; he continued the mission assigned to him, The 
efficiency and skill that he had shown in the high seas to save 
the trapped fishermen helped him ,o final 1 y locate the boat on 
the morning of 10th November, 1990. The fishermen were 
immediately given first aid and food and water and brought 
back safely to Minicoy. 

Cap. R. J. Paidano thus saved not only 'he lives of 12 fisher¬ 
men but towed to safety the boat valued around 12 lakhs. It 
was only because of Capt. Paldano’s skillful manoeuvring and 
dedication to duty that such a tremendous task was made 

possible.

Due 
to the intense shock waves, he was woken up. For a 
while, he was dazed. However, he collected his wj.s and ran 
out of the house alongwitb a cousin who was sleeping in the 
same room. The moment they came out of the house, the 
whole structure crashed. Then he went to adjoin¬ 
ing house and through a small hole he made entry into the 
collapsed house through the debris in the darkness of the 
night and rescued the inmates in a slow and labourious pio- 
cess. After that, he wen t to the adjoining village Didsan and 
continued his rescue work. Wherever he found the slightest 
sign of life or any shouting/stinking from ins.de, he iemoved 
debris, made way for himself to get inside and with great 
care, he brought out the wounded and gave them whatever 
little first aid that could be provided under the circumstances. 
He did not pay any heed to his personal safety and continued 
to carry on with what he perceived was his duty and saved 
at least 50 lives thar could have otherwise perished. 

Sepoy Dinesh Prasad showed courage of a high order, 
promptitude and selfless dedication in saving a large number 
of lives unmindful of his personal safety and beyond ihe call 
of duty.

Lance Havildar Raja Ram was serving in high altitude area 
with the Unit (17th Battalion, The Rajpu ana Rifles—Sawai 
Man) in February 1992. On 9-2-1992, he was detailed as 
guard commander in the transit bus. At 1530 hrs. wh.le 
returning from Gang ok u V*36 Transit Camp (Kyangnosla) 
the transit bus stopped a Mile Stone 15 area as the load 
ahead was blocked by a snow slide. Another one ton veh cle 
wh.ch was travelling ahead of the transit bus was also strand¬ 
ed due to the road block. Lieutenant Col. A. D. Thombre, 
Officer Commanding 236 Transi Camp who v/as travelling 
in the one ton vehicle wi h his son and brother-in-law, decided 
to cross the road block area and move to Kyangnosla on foot. 
As he was crossing the road block area alongwitb his son, 
Lt. Col A. D. Thombre was suddenly caught and swept awiy 
by a major avalanche. Lance Havddar Raja Ram immediately 
obtained a rope from the civilian truck and volunteered to 
go down the hill for rescue. He slithered down the sheer 
hill-side. The rope could only reach 120 mts, and risking 
his own life, he moved down another 130 mts of steep snow 
covered hill side to reach the nala bed. With super-human 
effort, and despite all odds, he managed to carry Lt, Col. 
A. D. Thombre and his son, one by one upto the rope end 
from where they were pulled up by the rescue party, ATer 
bo h the vie ims were safely rescued, Lance Havddar R*ja 
Ram made use of the himself for being pulled vp the hill 
side. For undertaking all the strenuous exercise, bv the time 
he was puliecl up, he had fainted and was suffering from chest 
pain and also severe body cramps due to nxposuie to cold 
coupled with injures on his neck and left thigh in the course 
of his daring rescue atempt.
